Th^ pickles take about a week in the 
making, allowing ten minutes a dax , 
but they will keep indefinitely and are 
cri.;p and d, .lcious to the end. 
Taue half a bushel of Small cucum­ 
bers. wash them, and let them lie in a 
jar ot very cold water for 24 hours. 
At ‘he ex piration of this time, pour off 
the water and replace it with a hot 
brine, composed of one quart of coarse 
salt and sufficient water to cover. Aft­ 
er another 24 hours have elapsed, pour 
off the brine, wash in cold water, and, 
instead of the brine, put on hot alum 
water, using one-quarter of a pound of 
alum with the requisite quantity of 
wate**. 
Let the cucumbers stand in 
this for 12 hours, then wash them, and 
let them lie in cold water for the nex t 
12 hours. 
At this point scald equal 
parts of vinegar and water and pour it 
over the cucumbers. 
The nex t mornr 
ing remove the mix ture, reheat, and 
pour it back again. 
Do this two more 
mornings—four in all. 
On the fourth 
morning take sufficient vinegar—fresh 
cider vinegar if possible—to cover the 
cucumbers. Add five pounds of brown 
sugar, ami a quarter of a pound of 
cassia buds. 
Heat all together; pour 
over the cucumbers, 
and

pickles away. Some small red peppers 
may be placed on top, if that flavor is
